Details of a pension plan 
and job security provisions— 
basic issues in the strike—were 
announced at the strikers’ 
meeting, held at Kiel Audito- 
rium. 

The pension plan offered by 
the company. will be identical 
with the one in effect at the 
Post-Dispatch, KSD and KSD- 
‘TV, except that, instead of full 
funding, the Globe-Democrat 
plan will be secured by a com- 
mitment against the $25,000,- 
000. net worth of the Herald 
— of Syracuse, N. v., the Guild 
said. 

The Herald Co., controlled by 
S. I. Newhouse, owns the stock 
of the Globe-Democrat. The 
Newhouse interests will assume 
liability for as much as $1,-

said this corresponds to full 
funding under the Pulitzer 
Pension Plan.

They Appeal to Cuban

HAVANA, May 23 (AP)— 
Sugar mill owners sent a warn- 
ing to Prime Minister Fidel 
Castro yesterday that the new 
agrarian reform law carries 
“grave economic repercussions” 
for Cuba. They appealed to 
him for a meeting before the 
legislation goes into effect. 

There have been reports 


that the law, announced last 
Sunday, is undergo modifi- 
cation before being blished 
in the Official Gazette, putting 
it into force. 

Castro said in a television 
appearance Thursday only 
slight changes have been made 
in the legislation as it appeared 
in Monday's edition of Revo- 
lucion, the newspaper of his 
revolutionary party. 

But on Tuesday; Revolucion 
published an amended version 
of the law with significant 
changes. 

The Sugar Mill Owners As- 
sociation, meeting here, in- 
cludes United States as well as 
Cuban citizens. William G. 
Raines, vice president of the 
United Fruit Co., was elected 
to the association’s executive 
committee. 

Five U.S. Companies. 

United Fruit, one of the five 
United States sugar firms oper- 
ating here, stands to lose 
heavily under the published 
version of the agrarian law. 

Among other things, the law 
would implement the 1940 con- 
stitutional law barring sugar 
mill owners from growing their 
Own sugar cane; prohibit Unit- 
ed States ownership of stock 
in companies producing sugar 
cane and limit sugar planta- 
tions to a maximum of 1000 
acres, with an absolute top 
limit of 3300 acres where ex- 
— 8 production was prov- 
able.

Castro urged the sugar work- 
ers to discuss “those obtainable 
aspirations” but without 
“blocking our program.” 

In effect, his speech was an- 
other appeal to labor to sup- 
port the revolutionary govern- 
ment, with a warning against 
dissident minorities which he 
said could sabotage labor ob- 
jectives. 

Castro’s TV appearance yes- 
terday left the impression he 
was moving toward the politi- 
cal center with his attack on 
excesive labor demands. He 
hinted such demands might be 
backed by the Communists and 
declared his overthrow of the 
ex-Fulgencio Batista dictator- 
ship Was “not a Red revolu- 
tion.” 

Asked if his reference to 
“extremist labor agitation” was 
directed at the Reds, Castro 
replied: “Perhaps there is a 
lot of coincidence,”

STRIKE RIOTING 


Touched Off by Fer- 
ry Put at 4 
Killed, 118 Wounded. 


RIO DE JANEIRO, May 23 
(AP)—Rioting and looting in 
the city of Niteroi tapered off 
and finally were halted early 
today by a heavy guard of 
soldiers and police. 

The final casualty toll for 
the day-long riots touched off 
by a ferryboat strike was four 
dead and 118 wounded. 

One person was killed yes- 
terday when marines fired into 
a crowd protesting against the 
sudden halt in ferry service 
to Rio, which stranded thou- 
sands of commuters. Another 
was electrocuted when a high 
tension wire snapped during 
the demonstrations. Two others 
were killed in street fighting. 

The demonstrations were 
directed mainly against the 
family of Jose Carreteiro, own- 
ers of the ferry line. The ferry 
property was wrecked and 
Carreteiro homes looted and 
burned. Carreteiro, 70 years 
old, died of a heart attack last 
night yd 8 most of his 
property destroy 

The mob warned the ferry 
dock, offices and a restaurant 
in downtown Niteroi, across 
the bay from Rio. Stores 
were looted and a dockside 
warehouse destroyed. 

Ferry workers had struck 
without warning at midnight 
demanding pay increases 
promised them May 1. 

The navy provided a launch

TO-FOSTER PARENTS

SPRINGFIELD, ILL., May 
23—The Illinois Supreme 
Court reversed itself yesterday 
and ‘awarded custody of a 2- 
year-old boy to his foster par- 
ents. In an earlier decision it 
had ordered the boy returned 
to his real parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Nick Giacopelli of St. 
Louis. 


The fight over custody be- 
gan about four months after 
the boy was born in March 
1957. Mrs: Giacopelli went to 
the Florence Crittendon Home | 
in Peoria and posed as an 
unwed mother, it was stated. 
The boy was born at the home 
and she consented to give him 
up for adoption. 

Mr. and Mrs. Anthony Legaz 
of Peoria adopted the boy, 
known as Jimmy to them and 
as Tommy to his real parents. 
Then the Giacopellis sought to 
get him back, contending that 
the real father had not known 
of his wife’s action and had 
not consented to the adoption. 

The right of a parent is not 
absolute and must yield to the 
best interests of the child, the 
Supreme Court held in revers- 
ing itself. 

Noting that Giacopelli twice 
had committed bigamy and 
had shown no concern over his 
wife’s absence when she went 
to Peoria to have the baby, the 
court said: 

“We cannot uproot the child 
from an adoptive home full of 
love, care and opportunity for 
the sole purpose of placing 
him with his natural parents, 
one of whom has abandoned 
him, and where the past con- 
duct and character of the other 
fails to inspire any degree of 
confidence.”

CONCERN OVER CRITICISM 
OF CHILDREN’S AID VOICED 


The Aid to Dependent Chil- 
dren program is more impor- 
tant than all other child wel- 
fare programs combined, but 
mounting public criticism is a 
threat to its continuance, Er- 
nest F. Witte of New York, ex- 
ecutive director of the Council 
on Social Work Education, said 
here yesterday. 

Witte addressed 300 persons 
attending a joint meeting of 
the St. Louis and St. Louis 
county child welfare advisory 
committees at Jewish Hospital. 
He said the aid program af- 
fected 344 per cent of all chil- 
dren in the United States un- 
der 19 years of age. In Mis- 
souri, 49 children of each 1000 
in the population were receiv- 
ing assistance. 

The program’s true purpose 
is the welfare of children, Wit- 
te said, and there would be a 
better chance of success if aid 
were more generous. He said 
the program was well worth 
fighting for, suggesting that 
social workers could head off 
unfavorable publicity by giv- 
ing the public “the real facts 
about this program, however 
unpleasant.”

It was last Jan. 17 that Senator Johnson 
with fanfare announced a ‘ investi- 
gation” which would show whether the United 
States or Soviet Russia was ahead in military 
strength. Declaring that the people were en- 
titled to know “who’s on first,” he said he 
would seek to “straighten out the confusion” 
and to learn if everything that is necessary is 
being done to protect the country against 
aggression, | 

The people, caught between the Administra- 
tion’s repeated assurances that all is well and 
military and civilian critics’ sharp protests 
that all is far from well, were in doubt. What 
Mr. Johnson has found out for them thus far 
does not remove the doubt., . 


Mr. Johnson reports there are “conflicting 
views as to whether we are doing the things 
that should be done.” There have been for 
a long time. : 


He says there is confusion as to the ade- 
quacy of the entire program. This confusion 
has been steadily compounding. 


Mr. Johnson admits the “picture that has 
emerged from the testimony has been far 
from comforting.” Quite true, but when is 
the whole picture to be revealed? 


The obtaining of this picture could be as- 
sisted with answers to a few questions: How 
does American military strength compare 
with Soviet? Is the $41,000,000,000 budget 
for the next fiscal year adequate? Are the 
Pentagon programs and plans what they 
should be? 


The Rockefeller and Gaither reports have 
already spoken of the ballistic missile gap that 
is expected to spread as Russia pushes her 
missile program. The Rockefeller report said 
the military budget would have to rise $3,- 
000,000,000 each year for the next several 
years if our defenses were to be adequate. 
What is Senator Johnson's opinion? 

Unless the Senate inquiry obtains, mar- 
shals and evaluates military data better than 
it has done so far, the status of our defense 
establishment is likely to remain a riddle 
to the public. 


Public Housing Wins 


House passage of the Democratic-sponsored 
omnibus housing bill represents a major vic- 
tory for the principle of public housing in the 
face of sharp opposition from President Eisen- 
hower. Republicans and those Southern Dem- 
ocrats who voted with them were decisively 
defeated after three days of furious attack by 
amendment. 

Having been approved earlier vy the Sen- 
ate, the measure now goes to the Senate- 
House Conference where proponents hope to 
eliminate the one thorn inserted by the Re- 
publican-Southern Democratic coalition. This 
was the amendment by Democratic Represen- 
tative Albert Thomas of Texas requiring fed- 
eral housing officials to justify their spend- 


i before the House Appropriations 
Coramittes each hear. 

Although President Eisenhower had called 
for an end to public housing, the House voted 
to subsidize 140,000 new units over the next 
four years at the rate of 35,000 a year. The 
Senate version calls for 45,000 new units. 
Whatever compromise the Conference agrees 
on will raise the possibility of a Presidential 
veto. The House vote, while substantial, would 
be insufficient to override. 

But the President will have to weigh his 
displeasure over public housing against the 
measure's many other features, including sec- 


tions that would increase FHA’s mortgage in- 


‘surance authorization, broaden terms of FHA 
financing, prevent certain foreclosures and 
provide a billion and a half in urban renewal 
grants. A Presidential signature, however, 
reluctantly applied, would be better advised. 


Two Excellent Bills in Illinois 


The Illinois House of Representatives is 
entitled to be commended for its affirmative 
action on two excellent bills. These are the 
bills to provide a legal basis for equal job 
opportunity and to authorize a study of the 
question of a single board for the six state 
universities, 

The equal job opportunity bill, similar to 
past measures proposed as fair employment 
legislation, would prohibit jab discrimination 
because of race, color or ereed. It would es- 
tablish a state commission to hold hearings 
and issue cease and desist orders if instances 
of discrimination were found. The strong 
support of the House for such legislation was 
made plain when by overwhelming margins it 
passed both the Democratic bill and that of 
the Republicans which Gov. Stratton has 
indorsed. 2 PY Bats &? 

The education bill would direct the Illinois 
Commission of Higher Education to study the 
administration of the six Universities, now 
governed by three boards (two appointed and 
one elected), and report recommendations to 
the 1961 Legislature. The sponsor, Republi- 
can Representative Randolph, says the com- 
petition of the public universities for funds 
has become “unseemly and a waste of money.” 


Since the House is Democratic and the Sen- 
ate under Republican control, passage of both 
these bills is now up to the Republicans at 
Springfield. Undoubtedly the position of both 
would be made secure if Gov. Stratton sent 
word to the party leaders in the Senate that 
he is eager to have the opportunity to sign 
these worthy measures into law. K

Against a Racist Law 

The first hearings on proposals to revise 
the immigration laws have made clear that 
there is bipartisan support for the abolition 
of the national quotas system, the worst fea- 
ture now on the books. Democratic Senators 
Symington, Neuberger and Humphrey and Re- 
publican Senators Javits and Keating already 
have spoken against quotas. 

Under quotas, more Englishmen, Germans 
and other North Europeans may enter the 
United States than Italians and South Euro- 
peans in general. As a result, some quotas 
have been exhausted while those allotted to 
North Europeans: go largely unused. So the 
country is not getting even the restricted num- 
ber of immigrants sanctioned by Congress. 

Even if this were not the case, it would be 
difficult to disagree with Senator Harrison 
William§ of New Jersey, who says that the 
quota system has “a built-in racist concept 
that presupposes the superiority of Northern 
and Western European peoples.” Such a no- 
tion is false. 

The quota system should be abolished. 
Americans may not think of it very often, but 
Europeans are conscious of it—even Europe- 
ans who have no desire to emigrate. To them, 
the quota system does not make us look like 
believers in the brotherhood of man, but like 
self-righteous bigots enforcing a racial law 
more sweeping if less cruel than Hitler's. 


Back for a Hearing 

J. Raymond Dyer of St. Louis, a stockholder 
in Union Electric Co., has won a significant 
victory in the United States Supreme Court in 
his contest with the management of the pub- 
lic utility. By per curiam decision the Su- 
preme Court has remanded to the Court of 
Appeals at St. Louis for “further considera- 
tion” a Dyer suit against proxy material sent 
out by the company to stockholders two 
years ago. 

The position of the Federal Court of Ap- 
peals was that since the stockholders’ meeting 
had been held, Mr. Dyer’s point was moot. 
The effect of the Supreme Court decision is 
to call for a consideration of the Dyer case 
on its merits. The case grew out of the com- 
pany's efforts ta defend itself after becoming 


entangled in the affairs of ex-Auditor Orville 


E. Hodge of Illinois. Lobbying fees from the

A Stopper for Timber Grabs 


Legislation to put a stop to the racket of 
grabbing valuable timber in national forests 
by filing phony mining claims has been intro- 
duced for the second time by Senator Neu- 
berger of Oregon. It would prevent recur- 
rence of such an incident as the Al Sarena 
mining scandal of 1955, in which promoters 
from Mobile, Ala., acquired a mining claim in 
the Rogue River National Forest of Oregon 
for $2375 and cut $150,000 worth of timber 
from it without doing a lick of mining. 


Under existing law a mining patent gives 


its owner fee-simple title to the land, and 


Senator Neuberger says there is no provision 
for its recapture even though the patentee 
should never do any mining there. These 
excessively liberal terms have been modified

forests but Senator Neuberger would now set 


up. safeguards for all national forests.

Wisconsin law prohibits any per- 
son other than a licensed lobbyist to 
attempt personally or directly to in- 
fluence any member of the Legisla- 
ture for or against any proposed or 
pending measures, excepting by 
appearance before legislative com- 
mittees or through other restricted 
means of communication. 

The lobbyists, registered and li- 
censed by the Secretary of State, 
still are required to make monthly 
reports to him on their expenditures 
under the headings of meals, drinks 
and entertainment for legislators. 

Jail sentences are provided for 
failure to report or for false reports. 
In the past, these reports were under 
close scrutiny by the press and were 
subject to wide publicity, Although 
the requirement remains in the law, 
to report such expense now would be 
an admission of guilt. 

The 1957 Legislature, not without 
reluctance, added a new provision to 
the definition of unprofessional con- 
duct for which a lobbyist’s license 
could be revoked. This definition 
was broadened to include: 

“Directly or indirectly furnishing 
or being concerned in another’s fur- 
nishing to the Governor, any legis- 
lator, or to any officer or employe 
of the state, to any candidate for 
state office or for the Legislature, 
any food, meal, lodging, beverage, 
transportation, money, campaign con- 
tributions or any other thing of pe- 
cuniary value. This does not apply 
to entertainment by a nonprofit or- 
ganization at a bona fide social func- 
tion or meeting of such organization.” 

With the force of publie opinion 
behind him, Republican Gov. Thom- 
son in 1957 virtually shoved down 
the legislators’ throats his bill to pro- 
hibit lobbyists from providing any- 
thing of value to lawmakers.

BRITISH OUTLAW 
NATIONALISTIC 
MOVE INUGANDA 


KAMPALA, Uganda, May 23 
(UPI) — Gov. Sir Frederick 
Crawford outlawed the Uganda 
national movement last night 
and declared the kingdom of 
Buganda, one of the four prov- 
inces that make up Uganda, a 
“disturbed area,” thus impos- 


ing virtual martial law. Bu- 
ganda has 1,000,000 inhabitants 
ruled by the Kabaka, Mutesa 
II (King Freddy), who was once 
exiled by the British for break- 
ing political agreements. 

Under the Government’s new 
order, it would be an offense 
o be connected in any way 
with the Uganda national move- 
ment. Uganda is a British pro- 
tectorate in East Africa. 

Police were given powers to 
bar or otherwise ‘control the 
use of all vehicles, order the 
surrender of all firearms and 
ammunition, prohibit the carry- 
ing of spears, sticks or anything 
likely to be uSed as a weapon, 
take possession of any vehicle, 
land or building, and bar travel 
within the area affected. 

A Government statement 
said its action was prompted by 
violence and intimidation which 
occurred when nationalists 
launched a trade boycott 
against non-African shops and 
European-type beer.

“Why does it not speak out 
against practices that are 
throwing the economy of Amer- 
ica more and more into the 
hands of a few giant corpora- 
tions and farther and farther 
from the control of the people 
of this country? 

“Why does it concentrate an 
attack on farmers and other 
rural people who are banding 
together simply to protect 
themselves and their families?” 

For more than six years, 
Aiken — as senior Republican 
on the Senate Agriculture Com- 
mittee—has frequently gone to 
the firing line to defend Ben- 
son from Democratic and 
Republican criticism and from 
efforts to cut away Benson’s 
powers. 

Last month, Aiken fought a 
Democratic-sponsored bill that 
would have stripped from Ben- 
son the power to approve or 
reject Government loans for 
rural electric or telephone 
projects, Aiken interpreted 
that bill as an act of malice. 

President Eisenhower's veto 
of that bill ultimately was sus- 
tained, and Benson’s authority 
was left. intact. 

Yesterday, Aiken said he 
wouldn’t have supported Ben- 
son in that fight, if he had 
known then about Benson's 
new REA financing proposal. 

Senate Lifts a Limit. 

The Senate voted yesterday 
to do away with the particular 
wheat-growing restriction that 
angered Michigan farmer Stan- 
ley Yankus into moving to 
Australia. 

This is the limit of 30 acres, 
outside of general wheat’ acre- 
age allotments, that a farmer 
may plant to wheat for use as 
seed or feed on his farm. 

Seed-feed plantings of more 
than 30 acres are now subject 
to penalties, Yankus, who was 
growing wheat to feed poultry, 
was fined $5070. Embittered, 
he sailed with his family from 
San Francisco Monday to take 
up a new life in Australia. 

Working on new wheat con- 
trol legislation, the Senate 
put in by voice vote an amend- 
ment eliminating the 30-acre 


limitation. 
Senator Philip A. Hart 
(Dem.), Michigan, offered it 


and recalled to the Senate the 
case of Yahkus. 

Senator Everett M. Dirksen 
(Rep.), Illinois, said Secretary 
Benson : favored ending the 
limitation.
